There have been seven trials for im- 
peachment, including that of Gen. Be knap» 
and it isa little singular that three of the im- 
peached officials have been citizens of Tennes, 
see. The first was that of William Blount, of 
Tennessee, who was a native of North Carolina, 
and delegate from that state to the continental 
congress, and one of the signers of the federal 


constitution in 1787. In 1790he was appointed 
governor of the territory soutn of the Ohio, and 
after the formation from the territory of the state 
of Tennessee in 1796,he was elected one of its fi st 
senators to the national congr. ss. In 1797 he was 
impeached by the house of representatives for 
having intrigued, when governor of the territo- 
ry, to transier New Orleans and the neigh bor- 
ing districts—then belonging to Spain —to Great 
Britain, by meausof a joint expedition of Kn- 
glish and Indians, He was expelled from the 
senate, and the process was then dropped in 
the house. The proceedings against him in- 
creased h s popularity with his constituents, by 
whom he was elected to the state senaie, of 
which he became president. He died in Knox-

who was a district judzein that state, and who 
was i. peachei in 1803, and removed from his 
‘fice by a vote of 2) yeas to 6 nays. He was 
cvarged with a wiilfui -acrifice of the rights of 
the United states in a certain revenue case ‘ricd 
before him, and also, generally, with drunken- 
ness and profenity on the bench. The judge 
did not appear, but his s>n presented a petition 
setting forth that his father was in-ane, an 
praying to be heard by counsel.

He was a vative of Mary and, one of the sign- 
ers of the declaration of independence, and wus 
noted as an eloquent advocate and accomplish- 
ed lawyer. He was among the mo tvehemeit ia 
re-isting the stamp act, aud soon became leader 
of the friends of liberty in his state. The Mary- 
land Convention sent him as one of five dele- 
gates to the continental congress of 1774, and he 
coutinued a member of successive congress un. 
til the close of 1788. In 1798 he went to Eng 

land as commissioner from Maryiand, to recover 
funds invested previously to fhe war, in the 
Bank of England Aftera year’s energetic la- 
bor he succeeded in putting the chain so far on 
the way of adjustment tnat the sum of $650,0 0 
was suc sequently paid to his state. In 1791 he 
was invested wita the office of the Chief-J ustice 
of the General court of Maryland, and 1.96 
Washington appointed him an associate juitice 
of the Supreme ,Court. In 1804 the house of 
representatives at the instance of John Ran- 
dviph, impeached him for misdemeanor iu the 
conduct of several political triais, particularly 
those of Fries and Colender convicted of sedi- 
tious libels five years before. The senate dis- 
charged him March 5 180), a majority being in 
his tavor on five of the eixht cha: ges, aud am - 
jority against him on the residue, After his 
discha.ge he resumed his seat on the Supreme 
bench, which he retaineu until his death, Jane

John C. Calhonn, being 
vice president was pres dent of the senate, and 
in the senate and house were some of the most 
remarkable men who haae ever been members 
ofour congress Among the senators were Web- 
ster, Benton, HoratioSeymour, John McLean, 
afterwards assoviate justice of the supreme 
eourt, Hayne of South C. roiina, Felis Grundy, 
Juba Tyler, afterward president, and Freling- 
huyseu, father of the present senator. an- 
drew Stephenson, of Virginia, was speaker of 
the house, and among its members were Edward 
Everett, James Buchanan, Ricuard M. Johnson, 
who siiled Tecumseh, John Bell, David Crock- 
et, J. K. Polk, Cave Johnson, Timothy Childs of 
Rochester. aud William K King, afterward 
vice president. The mauage:s on the part of 
the house were James Buchanan, McDuffie, of 
South Carolina, Mickliffe, of Kentucky, and 
S;-encer and Storrs, both of New York. (There 
are two members from New York ameng the 
managers of the present trial wh’ch speaks 
well for the legal taleutot ourstate ) The lead- 
ing counse) for the respondent was William 
Wirt, and his concludiug argument was four 
nours long..

The 
trouble began in 1865, by the repeated veto’s of 
the president of the acts of congress, which were 
over the veto, and it culminated in 1867 
in the removal of Secretary Stanton, which re- 
mval the senate retused to sanction. On Feb. 
ruary 21st, 1863, Mr. Stanton was again informed 
of his removal and of the appvintment of Gen- 
eral Lorenzo Thomas as secretary of war, ad in- 
terim; but the senate passed a resolution that 
the pn sident had no power to remove the secre- 
tary of war, and Mr. Stanton refused to vacate 
his office. On the following day the house of 
representatives a resolution that the pres- 
ident be impeached for high crimesand misde- 
meanors. The articles of impeachment were 
agreed to by the house on March 3d and eg 
sented to the senate the th. 
The trial began March 231 the . 
dent appearing by counsel. On May 16th the 
senate voted upon the articles in reference to 
contempt of congress and hindrance of its acts, 
and on the 26th upon thatin reference to the 
removal of Mr. stanton. In each case the vote 
stood, guilty. 35; not guilty, 19; so the president 
was formally acquitted. ‘The seventh impeach- 
ment trial is now in proeress, and the circum- 
stances are of soexceptionaland dis ul a 
character thatevery stepis watched with the 
deepest interest. The high standing of the op- 
counsel has caused their arguments to 
carefully weighed and measured, and there 
been a battle royal for err inch of van 
tage ground.

“Whereas, The generally assembly 
of the Presbyterian church in the Uni- 
ted States did, at its first organization 
in 1861, and also at various times since, 
formally and distinctly declare its con- 
victions as to the nature and functions 
of the church of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
especially as to its ron-secular and non- 
political character; aud, whereas, not- 
withstanding this it may be that cer- 
tain Qa iensinn have been inadvert- 
ently admitted into some of the papers 
on our records, which, as it is alleged, 
are not consistent with the well consid- 
ered and formal views aforesaid ; there- 


ore, 
Resolved, That this subject be re- 

ferred to a committee of those whose 

duty it shall be to make a careful ex- 


amination and make report to the next} p, 


general assembly to the end that no 
vestige of anything inconsistent with 
the clearly defined position of our gen- 
eral assembly mav be left to impair the 
testimony of our church upon this vital 
point. 

And the general assembly of the year 
1876 having received the r port of the 
committee above mentioned, and hav- 
ing duly considered the same, deem it 
suitable, in view of all the circumstan- 
ces aad all the interests involved, to 
make the following declaration : 

1, We solemnly reaflim the explicit 
and formal statement set torth at the 
time of the organization of our general 
assembly in 1861, in an “address to the 
churches ef Jesus Christ throughou. 
theearth.” Thisdocument clearly an 
forcibly details our position concerning 
the natural and functions of the church 
as @ spiritual body, and therefore, “‘non- 
seculur and non-political.” 

2. Lnasmuch as some accidental ex- 
pressions, uttered in times of great pub- 


og | ic excitement, are found upon our re- 


cords, and have-been pointed out in the 
report of the committee aforesaid, 
which seem to be ambiguous or ircon- 
sistent with the above declarations 
and others of like import, this as- 
sembly does hereby disavow them 
wherever found, and do not recognize 
such as forming any part of the well 
cunsidered, anthoritative teachings or 
testimony of our church. 

In regard to a statement found in the 
narrative Of 1864,and which is in the 
following words, viz: 

“The reports of all the Presbyterie 
indicate au increasing interest in the 


*piritual welfare of our colored popula- 
tion. he jong continuea  agituiuns 


of our adversaries have wrought with- 
in us a deeper conviction of the divine 
appointment of domestic servitude,and 
have led to aclearer comprehension of 
the duties we owe to the African race. 
We hesitate not to affirm that it is the 
peculiar mission of the southern church 
to conserve the institution of slavery 
and make it a biessing to both master 
and slave. Wecould not, if we would, 
yield up these four millions of immor- 
tal beings to the dictates of fanaticism 
and the menaces of military power. 
We distinctly recognize the inscrutable 
Providence whicn brought this benight- 
ed people into our midst, and we shall 
feel that we have not discharged our 
sol: mn trust until we have used every 
effort to bring them under the saving 
influence of the gospel of Christ.” We 
judge it proper to say, 

1. By declaring the insti ution of 
slavery to be of “divine appointment,” 
the assembly musc not.be understood 
as expressing the opinion that it was or- 
daiued of God as a positively divine and 
obligatory institute of society for all 
communities. but simply that, as it was 
recognized and enforced by the law of 
the Confederate States, and was an ex- 
isting relation prevailing throughout 
its boundaries, it was in the sense of all 
established civil relations, a matter of 
divine appointment for the time being 
in the midst of the people of those 
states. 

2. For the full explanation of the ex- 
pression that it was the peculiar mission 
of the southern church to conserve the 
institution of slavery,especially as to the 
peculiar circumstances under which it 
was inadvertantly admitted into the 
narrative of the state of religion in 
1864, we refer tothis report now made 
to this assembly. From all that is 
known to us as to the meaning intend- 
ed by theassembly which adopted that 
paper, as well as from the contest itseif, 
it is manifest that its true intent was 
not to assert that it was the duty of the 
church to conserve the institution of 
slavery in the sense of perpetuating it, 
a word never used by it in. reference to 
this subject, but to make the best of 
the relation and arrangement as itis 
existed, and by the administration of 
that gospel which is entrusted to the 
church, “make it a blessing both to 
master and slave.” This view is fur- 
ther confirmed by the consideration 
that it brings, however ambiguous or 
even unsuitable in its common accep- 
tation, this expression into harmony 
with the iceuhal attemnseielie prepared 
declaration of our church on this very 
point in 1861: 

“The policy of its existence or non 

existence is a question which belongs 
exclusively t» the state ; we have to- 
night to enjoin it as a duty or condemn 
it as @ sin.’ 
. In our general assembly of 1865 it 
was declared that the address of 1861 
“ contains the onlv full, unambiguous, 
deliberate and authoritative exposition 
of our views in regard to this matter,” 
and this was introduced for the pur- 
pose of disavowing by implication and 
interpretation and meaning attached to 
the expression used in 1864, which was 
never intended. 

By the doctrines announced in that 
address we abide, as the view which has 
always prevailed in our church, and it 
is now express!y reaffirmed for the sat- 
isfaction of allwhom it may concern. 

The reading of the report gave rise 
to considerable desultery discussion, 
after which, on motion, it was received, 
ordered to be docketed, and its discus- 
sion assigned for the second order of 
business Wednesday morning.

“OH, MY POOR NERVES!” 


Our readers will remem the “‘fad- 
eJ ‘lower’ of uncertain age and old- 
muidish fate who figured in Lotta’s ex- 
citing play, styled “Zip,” when she was 
here last. If they remember the char- 
acter they willalso recognize her ster- 
eotyped lamentation, as quoted in the 
caption. But itis not of her that we. 
write, though she is forcibly brought 
back to our remembrance by the latest 
whine from behind the “Kennebec 
Bloody Shirt.” Its “poor nerves” have 
been shocked and in the cruelest man- 
ner. 

“Not long ago,” it says, “some repub- 
licans of this city subscribed to a sufh- 
cient number” of its issues, “to send 
to the postoffices in this state’ for 
the benefit of whom it might concern. 
Under this arrangement a copy was 
sent to Forest Station, on the Macon 
and Western railroad, but this liberal- 
ity. was not appreciated, it seems, 
for the postmaster returned the “shirt” 
uext day indorsed : 

“No one at this office wants your 
Dawed Old Negro paper Forest Sta- 
Ga.” 

“Qh, my poor nerves!” was there 
ever such black ingratitude? Think oi 
the “K. B. 8.” being called a ‘‘Damed 
Old Negro paper!” It is positively aw- 
ful and harrowing to the feelings. It 
stirs ail the blood that blushes on the 
sanguinary garment and_= causes 
the piteous whine aforesaid to 
issue from its very opening! 
In fact, the ““K. B.S.” objects to being 
called a “negro paper.” Its virtuous 
indignation “‘biles” at the mere men- 
tion of the epithet and it draws up a 
bill of indictment against the poor,devil 
who slings the transient literature 
which passes in and out of the postoffice 
at Forest Station. He is called a “yi- 
per’ and a“scamp,” and the postothce 
department and the district attorney 
(who is a stockholder in the “K. B.8.”) 
are called upon to prosecute him “for 
violation of the postal laws in writing 
on a& newspaper under a one ceR 
stamp.” It is not so much the 
two cents out of which the 
“viper”? and ‘“scamp” swindled 
the government that the ‘‘Damed old 
negro paper” cares about, but it is the 
opinion of the plain-spoken office- 
holder that deserves prompt punish- 
ment! Any man who callisthe “K. B. 
S.” by that name—a “‘Damed old negro 
paper’—must be “bounced” at once, 
or the country is not safe! 

But that is not all. The funniest 
part of the proceeding-and here we 
ask to be excused long enough to ex- 
claim: “Oh, my poor nerves!”—is that 
this “viper” and ‘“scamp” oi a post- 
master is a republican! No other 
stripe get such offices in this 
era of the _ republic. He is 
one of the elect and has been reward- 
ed with some of the spoils, He is an 
office-holder under the government, 
and that is enough to fix his politics. 
How, then, does the “K. B. 8.” make 
out that his action in this matter isa 
“sample of Bourbon hate and yenom?” 
Why is one of the government officials 
called a “Bourbon,” a “viper,” 
and a scamp?”

There are newspapers in the state 
just now that are publishing state- 
ments the force and effect of which we 
do not believe the writers fully appre- 
ciate. The return of Bullock under a 
requisition from the governor was a 
surprise to the entire state and not less 
so toany other section than it was to 
the people of Atlanta. The ease with 
which Bullock gave the reqnired bond 
was another surprise and not less so to 
other citizens of the state than to tl ose 
of this same city. That he is now at 
liberty, under bond, is due to nothing 
else than his fortune ia finding bonds- 
men who could supply ali the condi- 
tions which the law of the state de 
manded. That he is at liberty 
is the faalt of no _ one. 
Yet these presses to which we refer are 
spreading before the public a character 
of comment upon this matter that can 
do only harm and work the greatest in- 
justice tothe judicary of, the state. With 
regard to the trial of the criminal cases 
against BullockJ these writers say ‘“‘we 
have no idea he will ever be punished,” 
and that he is “accommodated with ob- 
sequious courts and bondsmen;” and 
again that “there is no more chance of 
Bullock going to the penitentiary than 
there 1s ofa bull-eating a locomotive,” 
and “the fugitive comes back to us rea- 
sonably sure of vindication.” What 
warrant there can be for such reck- 
lass and wholesale assertions 
as these we are at utter loss to perceive. 
Has the press of the _ state no 
higher appreciation of the judiciary 
ot Georgia than is here displayed? Are 
the people to understand from these 
confident assertions of leading journals 
that Bullock is able to hold the govern- 
ment at bay, awe the courts into sub- 
mission to his will, command the pub- 
lic prosecutor to bate his breath, and, 
in the very temple of justice, find an 
immunity which will permit him to 
scorn the power of its agencies and 
walk forth unwhipped for any crime 
that he may have committed? Do 
these presses mean to tell the peo- 
ple that such things ave possible? 
It isa strange juncture in the proceed- 
ings of the government when judges 
and courts are thus assailed. It is a 
time for the people to be oa guard 
when the voices of the press are thus 
raised in a confident forecasting of the 
judgments to be pronounced from the 
bench and the failureto punish crim- 
inals. If itbe true that any man, of 
high or low degree, who has eutraged 
law and committed crime can in our 
courts be “‘ reasonably sure of a vindi- 
cation” whico he does not deserve 
and can, in advance, claim that 
“there is no more chance of his going 
to the penitentiary than there is of a 
bull eating it 
high time that our ‘courts were 
abolished and our judges 
sent to that penitentiary from the 
pains, disgrace and penalties of which 
they are keeping villains and criminals 
safe. Ifany man who is indicted for 
rime committed against our laws can 
be “accommodated with obsequious 
courts,” then the day hascome in 
Georgia when the people should take 
back the execution of justice into their 
own hands—when every man should 
be judge, jury and executioner at will. 
- Butthe trath isto the reverse. We 
believe there never has been a time in 
Georgia when the courts were safer tri- 
bunals and justice was more surely to 
be done between parties than now. 
We assert in the fullest con- 
fidence that unless Bullock 
forfeits his bond and gets beyond the 
reach of the authority of the state, he 
will be tried as any other person ac- 
cused by the state. The judges of our 
cuurts will in his case perform their 
sworn duty as fully as in any other 
trial before their tribunals. The state 
will receive the satisfaction due to her 
broken law in the precise measure that 
may be found just and sufficient. 
Neither Bullock nor any other accused 
will find a favor in our courts that he 
would not findin those of any other 
city in the state or any other state in 
the union No man,or his bondsmen 
for him, can claim the especial consid- 
eration of judge or jury in a Georgia 
court and we think it a shame that the 
contrary should be so recklessly sug- 
gested. A length farther and such 
suggestions become the grossest slan- 
ders. Let us have done with them.

Renewed Interest in the Game —Good 
Playing at Jereme Park. 


The members of the poloclub played 
at Jerome park yesterday afternoon the 
third series of practice games in the 

resence of a number of visitors from 
New York and the various villages in 
the vicinity of the grounds. The players 
came out ason previvus occ sions in 
thair awn private oarriagoc. Col. Wil- 
liam Jay, James Gordon Bennett and 
W. P. Douglass drove their own four- 
in-hand coaches, loaded down with 
lady and gentlemen friends, who have 
conceiyed an intense admiration for 
the sport. There were also a large 
namber of vehicles ranged along the 
highways that command views of the 
grounds, each of which held its full 
complemeut of interested spectators. 
The ponies, sixteen in number, were 
tethered on the left side of the grounds 
and were curiously examined by 
those who saw them for the 
first time. They were generally a 
lain-looking set of quadrupeds, 
ong-eared, stubby-tailed, and wofully 
inclined to ribs and _ collar--bones. 
When straddled by the players they 
presented a more animated appear- 
ance, frisking about the turf witha 
great deal of spirit and. chasing the 
wooden balls from goal to goal’ with 
almost incredible speed.

The 
eleven horsemen were immediately in 
what looked an inextricable jumble, in 
the centre of which calmly reposed the 
wooden ball. The mallets rose and 
fell, but the bali did move. It was the 
unlucky ponies that received the blows 
across their ankles, legs, andribs. They 
stood it well, because they could not 
help themselves. Doubtless they 
would have kicked had they known 
exactly which legs belonged to each. 
Suddenly a chance blow tapped the 
ball, and it rolled out upon the open 
ground again.

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A LONDON MYSTERY. 


Murder or Suicide— The Stran,e 
Death of a Barrister—Possibil- 
ities of the Case. 

The London Daily Telegraph of May 
10 contains the following: 

“The death of Mr. Charles Delauney 
Turner Bravo, on the 21st ult., which 
occurred at his residence, The Priory, 
Bedford hill road, Balham, under mys- 
terious circumstances, has caused a 
large amount of excitement in the 
neighborhood. Many stories of symp- 
toms exhibited by Hon previous to 
death, and what took place subsequent 
to it, utterly without foundation, have 

| been floating about, but what is stated 
below may be tuken as accurate. Mr. 
Bravo, a rising young barrister, aged 
ab. ut thirty years, lived at the above 
address—a handsome detach:d house 
—with his wifeto whom he had been 
married but six months, the lady hav- 
ing a housekeeper, Mrs. Cox, also in 
the house. There were srveral 
servants, imcluding a  coachman 
and footman in the establishment, 
as Mr. Bravo kept two carriages and 
pairs of horses. On the night of Tues- 
day, the 18th of last month, Dr. Moore, 
who lives about a quarter of mile from 
the priory, was summoned to attend 
Mr. Bravo. He went to the bouse im- 
mediately, arriving there between ten 
and eleven o’clock, and found Mr. 
Bravo lying back in a chair, breathing 
heav ly, and totally unconsvious. He 
was partly undressed, and Mrs. Cox 
was rubbing his chest. Dr. Moore, who 
feared the pulse would cease to beat at 
any moment, made inquiries of those 
present, but could get at nothing to ac- 
count for the alarming symptoms. The 
heart threatened to stop, and at one 
time the medical man fancied it was a 


case of op:um-poisoning, but on exam- 
Ining tlw vyy, bw ruun Lua. was nO 


the case He had Mr. Bravo laid in 
bed so that the horizontal posi- 
tion might relieve the heart 
and then had brandy in- 
jected. The heart went better after an 
hour’s time. Mr. Harrison, surgeon, 
arrived in the meantime, and both 
medical men remained with Mr. Brayo 
until morning. They had previously 
dispatched the coachmen to town to 
bring Mr. Roys Bell, of Harley street, a 
cousin of Mr. Bravo, and Dr. Johnson, 
both of King’s College hospital, and 
these gen lemeuw arrived at the Priory 
between 2 and3 in the morning. Be- 
fore they arrived the sick man vomited 
for the second time,and Mrs. Cox re- 
marked that she had given him mus- 
tard which might account for it. It was 
a black vomit, which the physicians 
recogniz'd as partly digested blood. 
At length Mr. Bravo began to regain 
consciousness, and the first thing 
his cousin, Mr.  Roys 
asked him was ‘What did you 
take Charlie ?’ The deceased 
looked roand in a way as if he felt he 
was ina condition he could not ac- 
count for, and he recognized all pres- 
ent. Mrs. Bravo was in and out of the 
room, and appeared much distressed. 
Before Mr. Bravo was restored to con- 
sciousness, Mrs. Cox told Mr. Harrison 
that when she went upstairsin the 
evening she found Mr. Bravo sick, and 
having asked him what was the mat- 
ter, he replied. ‘I have taken that poi- 
sonous stuff.” Dr. Moore who was in 
the house an hour before Mr. Harrison, 
states he was not put in possession of 
that fact. At another time it dppears 
Mrs. Cox said the deceased told her he 
had taken chloroform, and the double 
statement very much perplexed Dr. 
Johnson. The medical men, however, 
were satisfied he had not taken chloro 
form, but that he had _ im- 
bibed some metallic irritant,-ashe was 
suffering from violent tenesmus. Be- 
tween 5and 6in the morning all the 
doctors, save Mr. Bell, left the house. 
Dr. Moore saw the patient on the after- 
noon of that day, when he wasa good 
deal better, as milk and champagne 
stayed on his stomach ; but the follow- 
ing day the pulse was rapid, and tbe 
symptons were exceedingly bad. Sir 
William Gull arrived at the house on 
the Wednesday, and having discovered 
where the deceased had vomited, nad 
the matter scraped up and preserved 
for analysis. Mr. Bravo died early on 
the Friday morning, having previously 
made his will. A post-mortem exami- 
nation of the body was made by Dr. 
Payne, of St. Thomas’ Hospital, in the 
resence of Dr. Johnson, Dr. Moore, 

r. Bell and Mr. Harrison. It was 
found that the stomach itself had got 
over the poison. All appeared per- 
fectly natural until the large 
intestines were reached, and then 
it was found the blood vessels were en- 
gorged, the blood lying on the intes- 
tines. Sir Wilham Guil had the con- 
tents of the viscera sent to Dr. R:d- 
wood, of London, for analysis, and that 
gentleman found in them a large quan- 
tity of antimony. It isa curious fact 
in this case that, except to medical 
men, it is not generally known thatan- 
timory is a poison, and this may help 
the solution of what.is at present a 
mistery. Mr. Carter, the Surrey coro. 
ner, and a jury held two inquiries into 
the circumstances attending the death 
of the deceased, and as there was 
nothing in the evidence to shew by 
whom—the deceased or another person 
—the antimony was administered, an 
open verdict was necessarily returned. 
It is a strange fact that Dr. Moore, the 
tirst medical man that saw the d 
after he had been taken ill, was not 
subpoenaed to give evidence before the 
coroner’s court. 

The lady to whom the deceased was 
married six months was a widow 
at that time of Capt. Ricardo, formerly 
of the Guards. Her maiden name wa; 
Campbell, and her father had amassed 
a large amountof money in Australia. 
Capt. Ricardo, who first met Miss 
Campbell in Montreal,was of good fam- 
ilyand large fortune From cirecum- 
stances which occurred at Great Mal- 
vern there was much uchappiness caus- 
ed between Capt. and Mrs. Kicardo, 
resulting in a separation with an allow- 


ance to her of £1,200a year, and ending 
in the institution of a suit in the di- 


| venality. 
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vorce court. Whilethe suit was pend- 
ing Mrs. Ricardo lived at Leigham Court 
Streatham Hill; and before it was 
ripe tor hearing her husband died. He 
had made a will in her favor some 
ears previously, and had not revoked 
it since the difference between them be- 
n, and hence, onthe death of her 
usband, Mrs. Ricardo became pos- 
sessed of a handsome income, she hav- 
ing a considerable amount of preperty 
in her own right. While residing at 
Leigham court road Mrs. Ricardo took 
Mrs. Cox, then living in Bnxton road, 
as a companion. Subsequently Mrs. 
Ricardo took the priory, in ford 
Hill road, and brou ht aie: Cox with 
her, and it was while she was mistress 
of this house she married the deceased, 
whose original name was Turner, 
which he changed at the request of his 
stepfather who resides in Kensington.

The Georgia Conveation. 


N. Y. World. 

The convention held by the Georgia 
republicans to select delegates to Cin- 
cinnati was very much like one of those 
deliberations between the English and 
the natives on the African coast,known 
asa palaver. A whimsical sketch of 
the palavering has been made by the 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, and it must be pleasant read- 
ing for the members of the party that 
assumes the possession of three-fourths 
of the virtue and‘all the iatelligence of 
the country. The convention was a 
sort of carnival of all the elements of 
political mischief—a tournament be- 
tween the champions of ignorance and 


The delegates gathered in Atlanta, 
the negroes powerful in their numbers 
and formidable in their untutored but 
irrepresstbie eloquence, the whites 
strong in the arts of party manae- 
ment and confident in official influ- 
ence. The plug hats which five years 
ago were full bigh advanced and glit- 
tered *ith the Tastes of the morning 
star ora newly polished stove, were 
battered, torn and napless, showing 
that the brethren no longer possessed 
the land and the fatness thereof. Ir- 
reverent democrats, among whom the 
ubiquitous rebel brigadier was proba- 
bly active, filled the galieries and 
made the confusion of the convention 
worse confounded by cat-calls and the 
casting of torpedoes among the orators. 
The colored delegates were almost 
unanimous for Murton, while the fede- 
ral officeholders were for Conkling, and 
the whites who had been disappointed 
by the administration in the past or 
were hopeless for the future, advocated 
the claims of Blaine and Bristow. It 
was the policy of the Morton men to 
precipitate the issue and force through 
a resolution instructing the delegates to 
the national convention to vote for In- 
diana’s favorite son. The partisans 
of the other candidates united in the 
adoption of Fabian tactics, and fought 
for delay. The great element in the 
struggle wastime; for time was, in more 
senses than one, money. The colored 
statesmen knew that if the delibera- 
tions of the convention were protracted 
for t-vo or three days their funds would 
yive out and they would be compelled 
to leave the field in the possession 
of politicians with longer purses. 
They therefore aimed at an all-night ses- | 
sion on Wednesday,whicn would secure 
them fromthe heavy drain of paying 
for their lodging. Their opponents 
ee De Bene Dink oc ueesasiasgyy UvsssessdU an 
adjournment until ‘Ihursday in the 
hope of exhausting the slender supply 
ot money among the negroes by hotel 
expenditures. Such a whimsical strug- 
yle probably never took place among 
the representatives of any party since 
the sky turned blue and the grass grew 
green. A very black delegate, who was 
opposed to “wasting surplus time,” 
which he doubtless considered a pecu- 
liarly valuable commodity, got the floor 
and in the words of the report— 

“Declared that he had money enough 
to stay in A'lantaa who!e week, and 
he would do it,rather than be deprived 
of his vote in this convention, but he 
referred piteously to the tact that other 
delegates barely had money enough to, 
keep them one day at a cheap boarding 
house, and he pleaded with anti-Mor- 
ton men not to resort to the expedient 
of delay to get rid of the blacks or any 
of them.” 


Where else could we find such a pic- 
ture of eelf sacrificing patriotism spend- 
ing its last cent for the general good ? 

Notwithstanding the state of the fi- 
nances of the delega es, the convention 
held on during Thursday and Thursday 
night amid scenes of the wildest up- 
roar,Morton’s faithful partisans making 
the place Fideous with eulogies of 
him.
